Teeasubeh’s Account for Spring Assizes 1840. 

[ V Clements haying stated to me that one of the Vouchers transmitted with the Account of 

I the Treasurer for Spring Assizes 1840, and upon the faith of which the Account was passed, was not 

' graume, I inquired into the matter in presence of Lord Clements ; Mr. Mansfield, the Treasurer ; 

Mr. Corcoran, the Clerk of the Crown j and Mr. Spence, the Secretary of the Grand Jurv. on the 
7th of January 1842. 

The Tre^urer took credit in the Schedule marked (E.), No. 80 , transmitted with the account in 
question, for 121. Zs., as having been paid to Owen M^Daid, upon a discharged query, and the 
Voucher for the payment was in the following words ; 

West Half-Barony of Innishowen (No. 50.) 

Received from Francis Mansfiel^ Esq., Treasurer of the County of Donegal, the sum of 
Twelve Pounds Three Shillings, being the amount of a Presentment ordered at Summer Assizes 
1839, and dischai^ed at Spring Assizes 1840.
